were yesterday placed at rest. Only a 
small band of the followers of the 
"Pathfinder" were present. They came 
tip from New York in a special car at- 
tached to the 1-30 p. in. train fromJer- 
sey City. Prominent among them 
were Lieut. John C Fremont, U. 
S. N., 
son 
of 
the 
dead gen- 


eral; Mrs John C. Fremont, Jr ; 
Mr. and Mrs. John D Townsend, 
relatives by marriage, Mrs John W. 
MaGruder, widow of Gen. MaGruder; 
Maj.-Gen Miles, U. & A , Rear Admiral 
Meade, U S N. There were a dozen 
or more '49ers, members of the organ- 
ization known as the Associated Pio- 
neers of the territorial days of Califor- 
nia, and with the Rockland county 
people who attended the burial, the 
party numbered 150 


The day was perfect and the simple 


ceremony was impressive. On a spot 
irom which the noble Hudson can be 
seen as it broadens to form Tappen 
Zee, and followed until it is lost be- 
yond the Croton hills, and with a view 
of the setting sun, as it sinks behind 
the New Jersey hillb, the little band oJ 
devoted followers stood with bared 
heads while earth was consigned to 
earth and ashes to ashes. 


The remains of the man whose name 


was once a household word had been 
in the receiving vault here sines 
March, 1891, when they were trans- 
ferred from Trinity cemetery, New 
York, where they had been placed 
after the funeral on July 15, 1890. 


At 2 o'clock the casket, enclosed in a 


heavy wooden box, was placed in a 
hearse and followed by carriages con- 
taining -the relatives and friends, the 
little cortege passed up the winding 
road to the highest ground. The grave 
had been dug within a hundred feet of 
the tall shaft which marks the resting 
place of Lieut. Corrigne, who brought 
the obelisk to this country. 


The casket, adorned with American 


flags, was removed from the hearse 
and lowered into the grave. Rev 
Ward Dennis, of Sparkill, read the 
simple interment service of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal church. Francis D. 
Clark, secretary of the Associated 
Pioneers, spoke a few words in behalf 
of the veterans who had come to pay 
their final tribute to the memory of 
their comrade. He then introduced 
Rear Admiral Meade, who said in sub- 
stance: 


"FRIENDS AND PIONEERS—In the face 


of death there is not much that can be 
said 
We are here to honor the mem- 


ory of the man did as much as any 
man in his generatien to give ns the 
empire of the western world. I re- 
member well, as a boy, how my heart 
thrilled as I heard of the man whom 
we now lay at rest on the banks of the 
Hudson, beside 
which Washington 


Irving said it was an honor to be born. 


Of Fremont it can be said every 


pulse of his heart beat for his country. 
If he had had his wish, he would have 
died fighting for the colors he loved sc 
well." 


Rev. E. Crowell, of Nyack, who knew 


Fremont in California, also spoke. 
Then Rev. Mr. Dennis concluded the 
service; flowers were thrown upon the 
casket, and the grave was filled with 
earth.

The Hospital Not Exempted. 
Judge Tipton rendered an important 


decision yesterday, says the Bloomington 
Pantograph, in the case of Henry Kum- 
mer vs. the city of Bloomington, which 
was in effect that St. Joseph's hospital 
must pay the assessment for the open- 
ing of West Clay street. 
Last summer 


when the city decided to open Clay 
streel westward from Allin street the 
residents and property owners along the 
street were taxed to pay for the im- 
provements, and among these St. Jo- 
seph's hospital was assessed 8262. On 
the ground of its being a charitable in 
stitution the trustees of the hospital 
asked the city council to abate the 
assessment 
against 
it. 
Mr. Henry 


Kummer, one of the residents of the 
street, who had been taxed for the 
opening of the street entered an objec- 
tion and asked the court for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the council from rebat- 
ing the hospital assessment. 
Judge 


Tipton yesterday made the injunction 
permanent and consequently the hos- 
pital must pay its assessment of $262, 
unless the trustees take the case up and 
a higher court should see fit to reverse 
the judge's opinion. The grounds of 
the decision were that the city council 
had no right to rebate taxes or make 
gifts of any kind. Inasmuch as the 
county court had confirmed the assess 
ment against the property owners of 
West Clay street, and the hospital was 
therein included, the council had no 
right nor power to go behind the action 
of the court, and consequently the in- 
junction was made permanent. 


A Little Tedious. 


The Chicago Tribune* effort to make

Mail DeliYeryfor the Country. 
Chicago Record: The question of 


rural free mail delivery which was 
brought up again in the sessions of the 
National Grange at Springfield, 111., is 
one which every farmer and resident of 
rural territory should regard with a 
view to the practical steps necessary to 
attain the results desired. As the secre- 
tary of the Springfield congress said in 
his address, there is no reason to doubt 
that an efficient and satisfactory rural 
delivery service could be put in opera- 
tion at an early day without inflicting a 
heavier burden of expense upon the 
postofflce department than the results 
would warrant. 


What those results be, no farmer liv-

LIFE OF A SPY. 


military EnpionHco iiml Military Methods 
of Gaining Information. 


The utility of the actual spy in time 


of war nowadays, is limited, especially 
in actual warfare, by the fact that 
they are seldom able to convey their 
news fast enough, and during the tur- 
moil of war it is only the very latest 
news that is of any value. When there 
is a temporary lull in the hostilities, 
they can be utilized in the camp of the 
nemy, and they are specially adapta- 
ble during the period of preparation 
for war, while the armies are occupied 
with the 
equipment 
and march- 


ing 
orders. 
Under such 
circum- 


stances, important personages, who 
are seldom seen in intercourse with 
the others, mix freely among the ordi- 
nary herd, and thus an opportunity is 
afforded to the spy to study both coun 
try and people. If the "theater of 
war" is ju&t on the boundaries, there 
is never any lack of self-sacrificing men 
who are willing1 to ribk their lives and 
reputations for the sake of their coun- 
try, and here again espionage loses a 
great deal of its abhorrent character- 
istics Still the enemy is bound, in 
self-defense, to 
punish even these 


patriotic efforts with extreme severity, 
and the command issued by the Ger- 
mans on 
August 
19, 1870, 
was 


that all spies and traitors should 
be 
punished by death. Although 


the decree was greatly criticised at the 
time, it was in point of fact simply a 
necessary precaution. Other armies 
have gone still further; for instance, 
in the American war of independence, 
in 1780, the British major and geneinl- 
adjutant, Andre, was arrested on 
tour of espionage in the enemy's lim 
and hanged, although he begged for 
the privilege of being shot "like a sol 
dier." 


Such espionage as this, however, can 


not be looked on as dishonorable—on 
the contrary. In this case the end cer- 
tainly justifies the means. The spy 
who sacrifices reputation, honor and 
life for his country, may be looked on 
as a true hero.—Count Erich Von Wai' 
den, in Home and Country.

One of the most horoic defenses of a 


,own against an overwhelming force 
lappenud eighty years ago, when a 
Jritish squadron under Sir Thomas 
lardy bombarded 
Stonington. The 


)lace was defended by two old eight- 


n-pounJers and a bix-pounder mount- 


sd in a crude earthwork, and there was 
lot even a flagstaff on which to display 
,he national colors, bir Thomas Hardy 
appeared before the town on August 9, 
1814, and gave the women and children 
one hour to get to a place of safety 
Toward evening the British vessels 
opened aheavy fire, which was respond 
3d to by the three guns in the possession 
at the Americans. When the bombard- 
ment was at its height, about eighl 
o'clock that evening, five barges and a 
aunch filled with soldiers and marines 
3ut out from the squadron to land 
The Americans reserved their fire unti' 
the British boats were within shorl 
range, when they opened a fire of grape 
shot from the two eighteeu-pounders 
which competed the British to retreat 
The enemy then sailed around to the 
eastern side of the peninsula, which 
they supposed to be defenseless, anc 
attempted to land there. By great ef 
torts the Americans managed to drag 
their six-pounder across the point o: 
land, and, carefully masking it, again 
awaited tlierr British assailants. The 
barges again made toward the shore 
but on getting within short range were 
.ubjected to a disastrous fire from the 
six-pounder and musketry, which drove 
them back to their British ships in 
confusion.

Deputy Sheriff Caldwell described

Night Session. 


At the night session the Col. Coit 


court of inquiry examined a large 
number of witnesses, three of whom 
produced some very important facts. 


The severest arxignment of Col. Coit 


and Sheriff Cook has been the verdict 
of Coroner Edwards of Payctte county. 


Dr. C. M. Wilson, of Washington 


Courthouse, testified that he had a 
conversation with Coroner Edwards a 
half hour before the firing by the 
troops occurred, in which the coroner 
said he had overheard a group of men 
planning to take Prisoner Dolby from 
the jail and lynch him He gave the 
details of the arrangements. 


In his verdict, Coroner Edwards held 


that there was not the slightest dan- 
ger of violence to the prisoner. 


Dr. Wilson also brought out the fact- 


that Coroner Edwards is a relative of 
Mrs. 
Boyd, the victim of Rapist Dolby, 


and also that Theodore Ammerman, 
one of those killed by the troops, was 
a nephew of the coroner. 


Dr. L. T. Onerin, regimental sur- 


geon, testified that soon after arriving 
at Washington Courthouse, he was in- 
troduced to a man wlio represented 
himself to be in business there, and 
who called him aside and told him he 
was very much afraid some of the sol- 
diers would get hurt. He advised him 
that a desperate lot of fellows were 
coming in from the country to hang 
Dolby that night, and that they would 
do it, he did not doubt. Dr. Guerin 
said he at once carried this informa- 
tion to Col. Coit. 


Rev. 
Norman Jones said he was in 


tae courthouse yard at the time of the 
shooting. He saw no policeman there, 
nor was the mayor there. He saw no 
one trying to dissuade the mob from 
its apparent purpose but Hon. Mills 
Gardner, and what he said seemed to 
have no effect on the crowd. The mob 
finally threatened to hang Gardner if 
he did not keep his mouth shut. He 
fl d nDt recognize any of the mob, but 
t iey.weoe men, not boys, as some had 
elnimjd.

dynamite, if they only had some one 
who kaew how to use it. He had told 
the mayor o! the find, but he did not 
seem to regard it as significant He 
had not been able to find out where it 
came from.

plane of the axis of the rifle. But the 
little details of the piece are not so 
well known; and an enlisted man of 
the national ffnard of New York state, 
having obtained permission to try the 
piece at Creedmoor, makes public here- 
with some of his impressions concern- 


°As has been said, the piece is a little 
shorter than the present rifle; but the 
breech block is so much longer than 
that of the Remington rifle that the 
barrel of the Krag-Jorgensen is about 
six inches shorter. 
The barrel is 


heavier than that of the other piece. 
Immediately in front of the trigger the 
stock is grooved on both sides, like the 
stock of some of those sporting rifles 
which carry a magazine under the bar- 
rel, and these grooves afford a good 
grip fir the hand when firing the piece. 
The lever of the breech will prevent 
the piece from being "carried" as the 
present rifle is carried, with barrel to 
the rear; but if the manual of arms is 
changed.so that the barrel is to the front 
where now it is to the rear, the new 
piece will be «asily handled. It is half 
a pound heavier than the present rifle, 
but It is better balanced, and m<iy be 
shouldered as easily as the Remington. 
The breech lever being on the right 
side, the lockplate may be laid flat on 
the right shoulder when the piece is 
shouldered, though it is said to be _the 
Intention of the board on regulations 
to alter the manual, so that "right 
shoulder arms" shall be a "slope arms," 
as "left shoulder arms" is now. The 
bntt plate is perfectly flat 


The bayonet is not merely a toasting 


fork or fire poker, like the present im- 
plement. It is a knife a foot long and 
weighing one and a half pounds to the 
one pound of the present bayonet. It 
can be used to cut wood or cheese, to 
throw up earthworks or bnild a field 
oven, and will stick an enemy as well 
as the old bayonet 
It does not fit over 


the foresight as the present bayonet 
does; so that there will be no danger

The bar of the 
sight is held in place by a spring, and 
allows for the "drifW of the bullet, but 
there is no allowance for wind, as iu 
the BufSnton and Edwards sighte. The 
trigger is short, and the guard will not 
admit two fingers The trigger itstelf 
has a "creep;" that is, it moves through 
a perceptible arc before it frees the 
hammer 
Thjs "creep" is the standard 


trigger pall of foreign rifles. It gives 
an excellent chance to aim and flra 
without disturbing the aim; for, hav- 
ing taken a hasty aim, the trigger may 
be pressed until the "creep" is over 
then a final aim may be taken, thf 
trigger pressed a little more—bang 
the hammer is freed, the firing boll 
comes home, and scree-eel goes tha 
bullet, 2,100 fret a second, with arange 
of a mile and a half and a trajectory 
almost perfectly fiat, until it hitssome- 
thuig and makes its presence felt. 


The cartridge, the exact size of which
